CONDITIONS IMPROVING 
T 


HREE important changes in the business 
situation of the United States were noted 


during the month of April. Altho it is too early 
to form definite judgment as to the stabilizing 
effect of two of these features, the abrogation 
of railroad working agreements and the cutting 
of prices by the Steel Corporation it is gener- 
ally accepted as a fact that the continued Im- 
provement in the reserve position of the Fed- 
eral Reserve system indicates a healthier con- 
dition in finance. 


Abrogation of national agreements, which 


define working conditions for all railroad em- 
ployes formerly under Federal control, is hail- i 


toration of a normal condition. Thru a revi- 
sion of prices downward on the part of the 
Steel Corporation and a revision upward by 
the principal Independent producers, quota- 
t,ioii8 have been brought more nearly into line 
than has been the case for years. Announce- 
ment of reduced prices by the former was made 
on April 12 and the effect even now is not par- 
ticularly noticeable. 


There ie a feeling in many lines, however, 


that other factors than lower steel prices enter 
into a resumption of business activity. This it 
particularly true of the building trade, upon 
which the steel companies had depended for a 
large volume of business. But in that line, as 
in others, the item of wages is considered far 
more important than prices of materials.

NATURE'S HEATING PLANT 


W 


HY worry about the coal supply giving 
J out within 2,000 years? 
There Is no 


need of losing sleep because the timber supply 
is being exhausted and the natural gas fields 
are playing out. 


Nature always takes care of her own. A 


Cleveland man claims to have evolved a plau 
whereby the question of heat in the future can 
be disposed of by merely puncturing the earth 
and drawing therefrom the supply that nature 
has stored up, ready and waiting for use. 


A working plan for the drilling of a 12-mile 


hole in the ground in order to tap the immense 
reservoir of heat and power in the bowels of 
the earth has been developed by J. P. Brophy. 
his plan being worked out after Sir Charles 
Parsons, inventor of the marine turbine, de- 
clared that such tapping of subterranean re- 
sources would end human drudgery. 


Science was interested in Parsons' theory 


but smiled at its practicability. 
A cable 12 


miles long, such as would be required for op- 
erations, cculd not bear its own weight, they 
said. One and a quarter miles is the greatest 
depth the earth has ever been penetrated. The 
cable used then broke of its own weight. 


Brophy plans a rolled wire steel cable made 


from small strands of manganese rolled steel, 
which has a greater tensile strength than any 
other known luetal. lie maintains this plan 
would give the cable a tensile strength of 100 
per cent more than needed. The drill and cable 
would be lifted by a pulley arrangement with 
a lifting power of 600 tons. The power for 
drilling would be generated from a plant on 
wheels, on a track 12 miles long, allowing for 
maneuvers of the cable at any stage of th>: 
drilling. 


When the heat became so great that the 


drill would melt, Brophy would drop bars of 
steel into the tube, smaller than the tube, so 
that air could escape around them.. Five thou-
